I N OneThouſand fox bundred foxty- 
ve, He Lara ir HER 
England into Ireland, where He conti- 
nued till abous One thouſand fix hundred 
ſoxty-eight when he went to Prague in 
Order to ſerve the EMPEROOR in 
His War in Hwngary , but there then 
finding a Peacegoncluded, He came by 
the gyay of Flanders into England. 


AND then Sir George Hamilton 
being - about raiſing a "Regiment of 
fifteen hundred Foot in Ireland for the 
French King's Service, This Examinant 
obtained from Sir George Hamilton a 
Commiſſion to be Captain of one of 
the Companies in that Reginzent to 
be raiſed.
